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Sierra Madre City Problems

One problem of widespread community interest is 
moving along toward solution. This is the old City Hall. 

When the city government moved to its present build¬ 
ing several years ago, future use of the old City Hall 
became a conntnunity question. 

Many persons, with varying viewpoints attended meet¬ 
ing of an advisory committee to the City Council. These 
meetings were held to develop a recommendation about its 
use or disposition. 

There was widespread interest in its preservation as a 
community landmark and a feeling that it was suitable, after 
remodeling, as a restaurant. 

Subsequent to the work, the council has dealt with 
the question at many meetings. 

The council was attempting to find feasible courses of 
action to meet the problems of preservations of a beloved 
building, to care for the building so that it does not become 
an eyesore, and finally, to make use of the building in such 
a way it will be of economic benefit to the community 
and a favorable influence on the business district. 

The council has recently approved an agreement with 
a developer which will result in an attractive restaurant 
being placed in a remodeled building, Thie remodeled 
building will preserve the face of the building and yet at 
the same time permit modernization so that it can be an 
attractive location for a good restaurant. 

Problems remain concerning parking which must be 
solved for the project to continue. 

Cooperative effort will, I am sure, result in a successful 
completion of this program. 

The city finances will be an increasingly difficult problem. 
Up to now, city governments have received significant 
amounts of "bail-out" money from the state. These funds 
have replaced to some extent the income lost from the limits 
imposed on property taxes. 

It appears that this source of income will dry up and 
the financial problems will become more critical. The council 
has followed the spirit of Proposition 13 and has reduced 
spending wherever possible. For example, street sweeping 
was suspended until it was decided that funds could be 
found for this important service. 

The council has been reluctant to grant salary increases 
and city employees have been understanding and patient. 

Some of our city work has been done by CETA em¬ 
ployees at a saving but this program may not be available 
in the future. 

The city has tried not to impose special service fees of 
various kinds to augment its revenues, although it might be¬ 
come necessary at some time to form a special assessmem 
district to provide tor vital services. This would require an 
election and would be preceded by a lot of study and 
discussion. 

Revision of certain aspects of our present budget are 
to be discussed at future council meetings in February. 

Our meetings are open to the public and we invite your 
attendance to got acquainted with city problems.

This is the first reaction 
of many Sierra Madreans to 
reports from The U.S. Census 
Bureau that the city’s popu 
lation dipped 11.1% during 
the last decade. The heatl- 
count, from 12,140 In !9V0 to 
10,788 in 1980, shows that 
only two of the other 76 
cities in Los Angeles County 
had larger decreases during 
the ’70s. 

The news hurt.s. It tu.iis at 
the collar Of civic pride. 

One reaction I heard on 
the street seems tyTplcnl of 
comments ariund town. "I’m 
glad Sierra Madre is not 
.swarming with people. But 
how dare the government 
come in here and tell iis 
that this clean, .safe, little 
town had a hi? loss in popu¬ 
lation!” 

The official cimsus, a.s il 
now stands, will result in 
the loss of thousands of dol 
lars of potential federal and 
state support each year until 
3991 when tlie next federal 
.survey is announced. Reve¬ 
nue sharing, grant programs 
and allocation of health and 
welfare funds depend to a 
large e.xtent on population 
figures. The business com¬ 
munity uses marktting in¬ 
formation of this kind to 
make decisions on whether 
to set up shop in a town, 
expand facilities or move 
elsewhere. 

Talks with city officials 
and examination of reports 
from many sources paint the 
following picture; Sier r e 
Madre did lose pppiilatior.. 
but not as markedly as the 
Census Bureau’s account. 

Statistics kept by t b e 
county and state show that 
Sierra 'Madre’s housing units 
rose by 9% during the do 
cade. Vacancy rates wen- 
very low. 

However, U.S. Census n-- 
ports claim that the average 
family in the city .shrank in 
size by 16% during the de¬ 
cade — twice the decrease 
of the average homseliold 
throughout Los .\ng e 1 e s 
County. 

’The typical Sierra Madre 
liousehold now contains 2.3 
persons, according to the 
federal figures. 

The accuracy of that sta¬ 
tistic is not the subject of 
this column, although It’s 
conceivable that Sierra Ma- 
dre’s family size is larger. 
School district reports of en¬ 
rollments indicate that His¬ 
panic families—tradiriunally 
with many cliildren — tri- 
rled In number In Sierra Ma¬ 
dre during the ’70s. U.S. Cen 
Rus data on this factor will 
will not be available for 
several months.

Thirty • five elected and 
staff officials from cities and 
schools within the 61st As¬ 
sembly District and repre¬ 
sentatives of the press at¬ 
tended the first-of-lts-kind 
dinner and briefing session, 
which Included a presenta¬ 
tion by Steve Rhoads, Chief 
Republican Ways and Means

During the briefing, 
Mountjoy explained that the 
financial problems besetting
